In view of the proposed cnanges in 


the "deer law" to be asked c'f the 
present legislature, thd following let- 
ter on the subject is presented for 
the perusal of sportsmen generally: 


Woodland, Pa., Dec. 22, 1924.

Dear Sir: 
Much has been said and written re- 
cently concerning the deer situation 
in Pennsylvania, but I am going to 
confine my remarks to the situation 
in Clearfield county, as 1 see it. 
While it is true that s(Jme of 
tnc- 


tarmers in various counties are com- 
plaining' about the deer destroying 
their crops, trees, etc., I feel that this, 
is not being done to any extent in 
Clearfield county, from the fact that 
practically all1 our deer in Clearfield 
county are found North of the Sus- 
quehanna river which is not much of 
an agricultural section, and the ma- 
jority of the farms are fast being 
abandoned so far as farming r.nd Iruit 
growing is concerned, and hunting 
tamps are taking the places of the 
old farm homesteads. I am referring 
particularly to the section 
of 
the 


Bounty in which our camp is located. 
There is the Mons place, tho Crise 
place, the Leighey place, the Rathbum 
place and the Ardell place, all are 
\acated so far as farming 
is con- 


cerned, so I feel that while the deer 
in some counties may be destructive 
to the farmers, they are not so to 
any extent in Cleariield county. 
I 


notice an open season for does has 
been allowed in several counties in the 
State, which permits the killing of 
<!oes either by special permit to a 
few, or so many to a camp, etc., which 
to my judgement 
and 
experience 


should not be permitted in Clearfield 
county for several years to come, for 
the reason that when deer were hunt- 
ed with dogs and all kinds of deer 
were killed they became so scarce that 
one would hardly find a track after 
nuntinp for days instead of seeing 
and 'killing deer as we now find the 
situation, which al Icame about thru 
the slaughter of all deer in sight no 
matter whether it was a buck, doe or 
i'awn, and these conditions existed un- 
iil our deer were almost extinct, and 
would have been entirely gone by now 
had it not been for some sane laws 
being enacted, which gave our deer 
better protection, and prohibited en- 
tirely the-killing of does and fawns, 
as well as shortening th-; open season, 
and making the same later in the 
year, Dec. 1 to Dec. 15, so as to pro- 
tect the doer during the mating season 
in November. 


I ask any true sportsman what com- 


mon sense there would be in having 
<m open season for does at all, and 
especially after the mating season is 
over when every doe deer killed would 
mean from one to three deer less in 
the woods next year. 


If we must have a new law govern- 


ing the killing _pf deer in Clearfield 
county, I would suggest the following: 


1. Make the camp limit not more 


than four bucks above the spike buck 
class, instead of six. 


2. Make the open season in Clear- 


field county for the killing of bucks 
above the spike buck class ten days 
per year instead of fifteen days as it 
now'is. . 


3. Prohibit entirely the killing of 


spike bucks, does and fawns and un- 
lawful to shoot at this class of deer. 


I believe the majority of us who 


hunt bucks (not does and 
fawns) 


would be much better satisfied witn 
the conditions five years hence than 
we would by killing off our 
spike 


bucks, does an'd fawns, knowing full 
well what the consequences might be 
in a few years to come. I judge that 
about seventy-five per cent 
of 
the 


spiked bucks that are killed each year, 
their heads are never mounted, but: 


simply turned over to the dogs for 
disposal, so let us permit them to 
Rro\y up until they get something on 
their heads other than just a spike, 
and then when we 'get their heads 
mounted we will have something" 
worth while for the effort and the 
woods will not be devoid of deer. It 
is, I would say, rather provoking after 
hunting hard for several days to be 
entertained all the while by the ladies 
and children of the deer family while 
the big bucks arc using a little more i 
caution along the lines of self preser-, 
vation, but would we not sooner be 


who iwill not hesitate to voice their 
sentiments along this line.

Quite Profitable 


Tree'Is Worthy of Extensive 


Planting in Waste Places 


on Any Farm.

Because of the high quality and 


beauty of Its limber and its resistance 
to dec.iy, the food value and popularity 
of fts ntlts,' arid ,the charm of the tree 
from an ornamental standpoint, the 
blacfc ' walnut challenges attention as 
a tree worthy of extensive planting in 
waste places, according to Farmers' 
Bulletin Ko. 1392 Just published by 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 


Detailed Information is- given in this 


bulletin, "Black Walnut for Timber 
and Nuts," regarding planting and the 
best growing conditions, and the care 
of the black walnut for most satis- 
factory results in growing It primarily 
for either timber, nuts, or as an orna- 
mental. 


Treat Need More Room. 


In earlier years it was deemed best 


to grow the black walnut in close 
plantations. As a consequence the in- 
crease in diameter was slow and the 
annual rings narrow. Today the mar- 
ket demand In walnut lumber is for 
wider rings giving an attractive grain. 
That means the trees must be Riven 
room to make more rapid growth than 
when close together, and it also means 
earlier and larger crops of nuts. 


Black walnut grows best in fertile, 


moist, well-drnlnetl soil under a\erage 
conditions of temperature and mois- 
ture and does not thrive in the ex- 
treme Xorth or South, nor at high 
elevations, nor In arid, alkaline, wet 
or acid soils. 
Its commercial range 


is given as parts of the Ohio, Mis- 
slssipiii, and Missouri River valleys 
covering portions of the state of Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri, Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Arkansas. 


Grow in Waste Places. 


It is not recommended to grow the 


black walnut as a major farm crop 
on extensive areas of good land, be- 
cause It cannot compete in ' profits 
with other farm crops. But it is urged 
to plant this tree in those neglected 
or waste areas of good soil in fence 
corners, along fence rows or stream 
banks, on hilly or rough places, in 
ravines, and In rocky outcropping in 
fields and pastures where weeds or 
inferior species now grow. In such 
places the black walnut In the regions 
where it thrives should be a good in- 
vestment.
